SUBJECT:  ADS – NO SMOKING SIGNS 
 
Purpose.  To ensure offices have no smoking signs posted. 
 
Expiration Date.  September 30, 2009. 
 
 
The Freedom to Breathe (FTB) provisions of the Minnesota Clean Indoor Air (MCIAA) were 
signed in to law by Governor Pawlenty on May 16, 2007 and became effective on October 1, 
2007.  The FTB describes where smoking is prohibited.  Smoking is prohibited in virtually all 
indoor public places and indoor places of employment. 
 
Departmental Regulation DR4400-6 also prohibits smoking in all USDA offices and vehicles.  
"No smoking signs” shall be placed on or near entrance doors and in motor vehicles.  If signs are 
needed, please submit your request through your area office.
